London, May 15. 


Britain's first H-bomb exploded with a 
force of at least a million tons of TNT i 
midair over the Pacific near Christmas 
Island on Wednesday. 

The nuclear test carried out in 1 secrecy 
iri the mid-Pacific confirmed Britain as the 
world's third power possessing the hydrogen 


bomb. 


An official announcement 
issued in London late th’s even- 
ing described the burst only as 
a “nucleny device." Oficial 
rourees stid it was in fact the 
Orst Brtish “megaton bomb.” 

The first finsh from the 
Ministry’ of Supply — said only 
thnt “the first explosion of ‘a 

:uclear device in the present 
rerins took place at high altitude 
In the Central Pacific today," :

Nicosia, May 15.. 


In the narrow strects of the main towns 
of Cyprus until just over a month ago 
under curfew every night, silent gloom has 


yielded to the timid 
truce.

Today, there is sporadic singing and laughter 
where, during two years of violence in which 386 


people lost their lives, a 


deathlike hush prevailed 


soon after nightfall each day. 


The street below my fat in 
walled Nicosia's notorious 
“square mile of murder" has

{ts immediate vicinity half. a 
dozen killings have occurred in 
the fury of Eoka violence. A 
succession of humble doors 
facing the street still bear the 
chalked check-marks of well- 
known British regiments, recall.

But in the game street tonight 
Iocan hear a Creek love song 
lustily sung by n ite group of 
Cypriot youths:

Final Solution 


It Is good to ronm = about 
again, In peace. But as yet, 
fts permanence Is a question- 
mark; and as long as a_final 
solution of the Cyprus problem 
temaing elusive, no one con say 
when the bullet and the teargas 
moy once again shatter the 
smile of relief. The groups of, 
singing Cypriots and British 
soldiern in the streets are 
necessartly like actors in a 
drama, strutting in the wings 
during an Interval, before the 
curtain rises on the next act. 


Hard-hit Cypriot shopkeepers 
are doing good business again, 
thanks tp the fact that towns 
ore now “in bounds” again to 
troops, after a month of- peace.

Casualties 


Here {gs a two-year record of 
casualties and strife in the 
Cyprus tragedy, from the birth 
of Eoka on April 1, 1955 unlit 
March 31, 1957; : 

Out of 336 people who diced 
as a direct resull of the 
emergency, 259 were killed by 
Eoka. Of these, 102 were 
Britons, Including 79 service- 
men, Fifty-three Cypriots were 
killed by security forces, nine 
Greeks and Turks died in 
communal] clashes and six Eoka 
men were killed in the 
explosion of thelr own bombs. 

The figure of British service~ 
men killed docs. not include 2% 
soldiers who were burned to 
death in a big forest fre during 
an antl-Eoka operation - last 
summer, : 

The number of people injured 
or wounded in the same period 
totalled 1,014, made up of 474

Developments such as Eolta’s 
eease-fire and the subsequent 
release of Archbishop Makarlos 
have not so far made fhe 
violently ‘confileting interest in 
the Cyprus dispute any more 
amenable to a solution.
